DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings filed on July 21, 2003 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
informalities indicated on the attached "Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing 
Review," PTO-948. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is 
required in reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Line 14, the word "fame" should be changed to — frame — . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, lines 13-15, it is unclear whether "a tree trunk" as claimed is 
the same tree trunk as claimed in line 5. Clarification is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. . 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Corley (US 1,150,999). Corley discloses an apparatus comprises: 

-a base structure (10, 17); " ~ 

a general annular tubular frame comprises two hollow arcuate tube sections 
fixedly mounted in circular orientation at opposite sides of the base structure (fig. 6); 

means for selectively opening and closing a forward gap of the frame including: 

(i) an internal channel through the frame (21); 

(ii) a part-circular slider tube seated within the channel (22); 

(iii) means for rotating (23) the slider tube within the internal channel to an 
open and closed positions. 

Note that the apparatus is capable of mounting to a support and the forward gap of 
the frame is capable of receiving a tree trunk. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.. 
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Conclusion

various apparatus having a sliding element within an internal channel of an annular 
tubular frame.
